On November 10, 1970, Mr. Weisberg appealed a decision of the 

Archivist of the United States denying access to a copy of the memo- , 

randum of transfer which is in the possession of the National Archives 

and Records Service. This denial was based on the provisions of 

subsection (b)(6) of 5 U. S. C. 552 (the Freedom of Information Act), r * 

relating to "medical files and similar files, the disclosure of which 

would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy" 

of the family of the late President Kennedy. 


Before responding to Mr. Weisberg's appeal, we conferred with 
representatives of the Department of Justice. With their approval, 
a final denial was issued, a copy of which is enclosed.
